DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS NOT RESUMED.CIRCULAR
CALLING ON T11R CANTONS TO ARM.STATE OP
TBK FRONTIER, ETC.
DiylMDAtlc reletton ¦ have not been re-established be

tween Austria and Switzerland, note ithetanding the as¬
sertion to that effect in the London Time* and other
journals. At the same time the probability is that nego
tiatlons will be resumed, inasmuch as before Austria
attacks Switzerland she must calculate the probableaction of France. A significant incident may be here re¬
peated. When the Saiss Council of State offered the
command of their foroee to Gen. Dufonr, that veteran
telegraphed to Napoleon, asking whether he should ac¬
cept or decline the command. A reply was at ooce re¬
turned to accept It should be remembered that Dufour
was one of Louis Napoleon's artillery instructors when
the latter was living in exile in Switzerland, and veryfriendly feelings still exist between them.

It is true that the Swiss have put themselves in an
attitude of defence, but not to the extent of calling out
all the contingent. The following is the circular ad¬
dressed by tho Federal Council to all the confederated
States:.

Considering tbe present situation of*tbe Confederation, and

wishing to place the latter in a condition to meet cvory con
Urgency, we have, moreover, thought it proper in virtue of
the niLetietb article of the Federal Constitution, to adoptthe decree which we have the honor to communicate to you.Our military department, which is ohar.ed with the strict
execution of this decree, will hasten to give to your superiormilitary authorities the directions aud all tbe ulterior ex-
plsnatii ns desirable.

Coroner'i Inquest.Vieui of the Bodies-Probable Pro
traded Inquiry.Intimidation of Witnesses.l'roroga
tu/n of lbs legislature.
The ooioner's Inquest assembled yesterday morning,

havitgbeen sworn In on Friday, anil viewed six bodies.
Immediately after meeting yesterday, the jury proceeded
to the General lloapital, to view tho body of a young man

who ha«l been morlally wounded on Thursday evening. On
their retmn tbe Coroner requested that tbe evidence
should not be published uniil a verdict abal! be rendered.
This, together with the cubiimstance that the inquest
will occupy at leant a fortnight or three weeks, has led
me to determine on ptoceediog to Quebec, where the
Lcghlatuie will be prorogued on Tuesday.
There were several mtdical men examined yesterday,

and one or teo other witnesses the particulars of whose
testimony I do not feel at liberty to disci ise. There ap
pears to me no doubt that the order for the troops to lire,
will be brought home to the Mayor. Indeed, I have been
inlotmrd that be has admitted it. My statement in pre¬
vious letters will, I am tatished, turn out to be correct.
British tioops are not so trod of police duties as to (ire
without oroers; and those who command them estimate
too highly the responsibility of their position to give such
older* without the direction of a magistrate.
Tbe jury, previous to the court adjourning on Satur¬

day. expressed a desue to meet dsiiy at 1 o'clock, and sit
till N in the evening, but tbe Coroner refused to allow
them to remain after 7 o'clock as he did not conceive this
could be done wtth a due tegard to the safety of the wit¬
nesses who should attend.

Memphis, June 4, It
The great Southern Convention, which commoner >s it*

session on Monday next, the 6th inst., has filled Mem, ohin
with its delegates and strangers. Already every hotdt1 in
the place la orowaed; every nook or corner, whioh mi* ht
be rendered fit for sleeping in, has found an oooupaa t.
Delegates and strangers wander through the placo, en ¬

deavoring to procuie for themselves some " local habitat
tion," aud " the ery is, still they come." It is iinpo<si«
ble, at present, to ray what will be the number of del*-,
gates present at the opening of the Convention, but ap¬
pearances indicate that the assemblage will be one of ttao
largest, as well as one of the most important, ever oon-
gregatcd in the United States.

This Southern Convention is the result of various influ¬
ence*. The great advances made b; the Northern Staken
in promoting their commercial interests, by railroads and
inland navigation, have aroused the jealousy of the south¬
ern States, which, equally favored by nature as the North,
in everything that tends to produce wealth, are yet, in
aitificial aid*, far behind the north. While the South
has b«en dormant, the North has been busily at
wotk, threading her entire domain with railroads,
and, by this means, withdrawing from the Soath
her ciumerce, and turning her, an It were late
a mere agent for advancing Northern intereata.
Ihe productions of the great West, which once roiled
down the waters of the Ohio and Mississippi, enrich!*
the Southern cities, is now borne along the northern bet
ders (four nation, and this Western portion of our Unlaw
now empties its golden harvest into the American metro¬
polis, New York. This revolution has been affected with¬
in a short period by the Northern railroads, which have
as it were, tapped the great Northwest, and to-day the
amount of freight carried, and the price charged for it*
transportation through the Western rivers, is nearly owe
hundred per cent less than it was five years age.
The iiutortations of our country, under existing af¬

fairs, are also no less advantageous to the North thaw
the centralization of its exportatisns. New York being
the national commercial depot, drayvs to her wharves the
great bulk of foreign products, and from her the West
and South have been compelled to receive these pro¬
ducts, paying upon them importers' profits, jobbers' pew-
fits, double shipping, storage, and other incidental ex¬
penses; so that tho retail merchants cannot afford to seB
at a less rate than one hundred per cent over the origt-
tal cost of the importer, and realize a profit. It ia eoti-
rnated that no less a sum than twenty millions would he
saved to Southern consumers by a system of direct trade
These superior facilities of the North con,equeaUy rob

the South of its capital, which is absorbed by the North,
and in addition, Nrrthera banking cspital realises a profit
four or five times greater than Southern. Now York and
the Nonh aie consequently growing richer, and the Sontli
becoming more and more her dependent.
Another of the great causes which, in connection with

the foregcing, has called the South to the defence of
her Interests, is Northern abolitionism. While she has
looked upon their gradual innovation upon her trader
swallowing up the very fountain of her wealth, sne ha.
also beheld associated with it attacks upon her private
institution?, while even the sanctity of her laws, and tho
respect due her a, belonging to the same great commow-
wealth with the North, have not been sufficient to itadec
the property of her citizens safe against the schemea ot
Northern fanatics. Under these circumstances, it only
remains tor the South to develop? her own power and re-
purees, and to relieve her-If of her growing dependency
upon the Northern.States With this end in view thisCow-
vention now assembles; and by a concert of ac'un among
the Southern States, they intend to reap the rich harvest
of industry and interprise, and render themselves com¬

mercially. financially and socially indepentent. What
mtuns shall be employed to^acc implisU this end is new
the question which the Convention is to decide. It is the
opinion of some that it will have no immediate practical
re.ult, but its effect will be moiely to put the ball in
motion for the future development oi the power of the
South. But by far the largest majority of the delegates
to this Convention think that it will effect au immediate
revolution in the trade r.fthe whole connlrv. »nd not
only benefit the South by the measures iheCanventlow
will adopt, but the whole Union. The ona -rand object
which the Convention will strive to effect, and which
it ia thought will create this almost Immediate revolu¬
tion, is the building ot the Pacific railway. AU other
objects are coDsiiieied eubsetvient to this, or as a na-
tural con.'equenue, in the event cf the coosumaUon of
this one grand notianal schome. A proportion w.fl be
made in the Convention, to devise some means t® enable
tho Texas Central Railroad, of which General Momu-
can Bunt of Texas is President, and the Hon. R.J.
Walker, Vice President, to construct their road, the com-

pletion of which will connect Charleston on the Atlantic
and ?an Francisco on the Pacific, with a direct trans conti-
nent railway. The reasons which will be urged isi the
Convention in support of this measure have never be-
fere this been made public. It is stated that the credit
belongs to General Hunt of being ths originator of this
grm.il scheme. Upon a survey of tho map delineating
ti e various railroaas through the Western States, eithar
in progress of construction, or chartered, we find that
fultoo on the Ked river, in the southwest coiner of th.
btate ol Arkansas, beooraes a focus of railways stretch¬
ing its iron arms toward every portion of our Union
These roads aie ns follows.The Truuk road extending
